The evidence of Attorney General 


Cross was begun before the Royal 
Commission this morning and will in 
a’l probability last through today’s 
and most of tomorrow’s session. He 
te belay questioned by W. L. Walsh, 
The first legal relations that Mr. 
Cross had with J. K. Cornwall were 
taken up in the opening questions. 
The attorney general had been solici- 
tor for the present member for Peace 
River till he became a member of the 
government in September, 1905. Prior 
to that time he had taken the legal 
action necessary to securing for him 
the charter of the Athabasca Railway 
Company. When he became a mem- 
ber of the government he had aban- 
doned his position as solicitor to Mr. 
Cornwall. Since then, however, they 
have heen interested in various real 
estate transactions. Mr. Cross stat- 
ed empbatically that in the negotia- 
tions with Clarke and Bowen he had 
no knowledge that they had secured 
an option on the old Cornwall char- 
ter held by the Athabasca Syndicate, 
and was unaware that Cornwall! and 
Minty were even ecquainted till he 
saw the Hawes papers during the late 
session. 

Mr. Waish took up the first deputa- | 
tion that waited cn the government | 
in January, 1907, in which were local | 
men with Cornwall and Hawes. The 
government gave no encouragement 
then ,because they thought the Do- 
minion government should give aid. 

The attorney general said he met 
Bowen in June, 1908, and Clarke three 
weeks later. He told of the confer- 
ence they had with the cabinet in 
Calgary during fair week, in July, 
1¢08, when they were given the first 
encouragement and decided upon 
making w survey of the country to 
the north-east of Edmonton. They 
next met the government in Septem-

BALLOON LANDED IN QUEBEC 


Prof. Todd, of. Amherst College, Mass., 
Wanted to See Comet. 


Montr:al, Que., May 22.—Prof. D, 
A. Toca of Amherst College, Mass., 
| with three companions, arrived here 
yesterday from Ste Hyancinthe, where 
they landed. that morning after an 
exciting night journey of 250 miles ia 
a balloon from North Adams, Mass 
Prof. Todd started in his balloon at 
6.30 the previous evening with no idea 
of any journey, his purpose being to 
make observations and photos of 
Halley’s comet, from a great eleva 
tion. When the balloon reached a few 
thousand feet up it encountered a 
strong current of air, blowing dir- 
ectly towards Montreal and Prof. Todd 
determined to try to reach this city 
It was found necessary, however, to 
stop when the balloon neared Ste

Generat assign | McLeod Says Ap- 
proval of Plans is What Com- 
pany is Waiting For 


The general manager of the Can- 
adian Northern railway system, M. H. 
McLeod, of Winnipeg, spent Sunday 
in Kdmonton, arriving on Saturday 
night from Calgary in his private car 
Neepawa, and leaving last night for 
Winnipeg. 

Mr. McLeod, when seen yesterday by 
a representative of the Bulletin, stat- 
ed that the Canadian Northern had 
everything in readiness for the race 
t) the Northwest towards Granle 
Prairie. 

“We have been holding outfits ready 
to start work for some time,” seid 
the general manager. “‘We are wait- 
ing for the federal government to ap- 
prove of the plans which have been 
filed. When this has been done, work 
will be started immediately. Our pre 
gram calls for the construction of 59 
miles of the road this year. It seems 
that the Grand Trunk Pacific have 
taken over the charter of a road to 
Peace River which runs through mite! 
tle same territory as the Canadian 
Northern survey. This has been the 
cause of delay in approving of our 
plans. We are, of course, anxious to 
get to work as soon as possible.” 

Inspected Branch. 

Mr. McLeod has just made an in- 
spection of the work on the Vegre- 
villeCalgary branch. ‘“‘We expect to 
have 160 miles of steel laid by the 
first of August,” said Mr. Mcleod in 
speaking of the progress of this work. 

A drive of over 200 miles from Kind- 
ersley, Saskatchewan, to Calgary was 
taken last week by Mr. McLeod, over 
the route of the Goose Lake line of 
the C.N.R. He expresses himself ae 
greatly pleased with the country 
through which the line runs. 


“The finest country I have yet seen” 


in Alberta’”’ was Mr. McLeod’s sup 
erlative of praise. The C.N.R. line 


will run for the greater part of the 
way in,Alberta about 50 miles distant 
from the C.P.R.” 

Mr. McLeod stated that an extensive 
addition to the round house and shops 
of the Canadian Northern in Edmon- 
ton would be made later in the season 

In ‘leaving for Winiueg he said that 
he expected to be back in Edmonton 
again very shortly, and at that time 
he would be in a position to give de- 
finite information concerning work on 
the line northwest, as well as on the 
lines from Strathcona to Camrose and 
from Strathcona to Calgary, west of 
the C. & E. line, crossing to the east 
side at either Red Deer or Olde.
